A SINGULARLY INTERESTING AND VERY CHARMING MANUSCRIPT, 
probably one of the smallest illuminated Hours done in the 14th 
century. It came from the library of Chas. Elton, Esq. and was 
formerly in the collection of Prince Galitzin (sce his sale catalogue, 
1825, no. 12) and the Duchesse de Berri (see her sale catalogue, 1864, 
no. 17). A hand about the date of the binding has written on the 
fly-leaf: ‘‘Ce liwrea appartenu a la Reine Jeanne de Naples,” but there 
is no verification of the statement in the MS. itself. The Calendar 
is not a very full one but contains a large number of English saints ; 
though there are none in the Litany.

The subjects comprise: Salvator Mundi, The Cruci- 
fixion, Pentecost, Virgin and Child [see PLATE], The Annunciation, 
The Salutation, The Nativity, The Shepherds, The Magi, Circum- 
cision, Massacre of the Innocents, Flight, Coronation of the Virgin, 
Bathsheba, Raising of Lazarus, and Virgin and Child (landscape 
background).

St. Matthew writing (a library interior with books on revolving table) ; 
(4) St. Mark writing (as above) ; (5) The Virgin suckling the Infant 
Jesus (within a rich flaming nimbus) ; (6) An Angel with green wings, 
bringing the Infant Jesus to his Mother (interzor with canopy bed and 
pillow) ; (7) The Annunciation (a diptych interior, Angel with green 
wings, the Virgin at a reading desk); (8) Meeting of Mary and 
Elizabeth (landscape, a castle in the background); (9) Nativity (er- 
terior of shed, Infant Jesus on the ground, the Virgin kneeling, S. Joseph 
with a lantern) ; (10) The Shepherds (castle in background) ; (11) Offer- 
ings of the Magi (eaterior) ; (12) The Circumcision ; (13) Flight 
into Egypt; (14) Coronation of the Virgin (the Deity crowned with 
the papal tiara, seated beneath a rich canopy, an angel, with gold wings,
